Pittsburg, Aug. 12.—The strikers 


made gains today at McKecsport and 
Bellafre and regard the situation as 
more favorable to them than yester- 
day. At the former place they won 
the National rolling mill of the Na- 
tional Tube company. 
The men of 


the Boston rolling mill had already 
joined the strike, but the impression 
had been created that the National 
would not go out 


The tube works at McKeesport were 


started as usual today, but it is not 
clear how long- they can be kept 
going. 
McKeesport has developed 


into a stronghold of the Amalga- 
mated association and the strike 
leaders assert that they are complete- 
ly in control of the situation.

DEATH OF CRISPI. 


Naples, Aug. 12.—Signor Francesco 


Cripsi died at 7:45 o'clock last even- 
ing. 


He was surrounded by the members 


of his family and several intimate 
friends. The news was immediately 
telegraphed to King Victor Einmau- 


; uel and Queen Helena. The evening 


, papers assert that the body will be 


j conveyed by steamer to Palermo, 
where the municipality will arrange 
for a great public funeral. 


Signor Francesco Crispi was born in 


Sicily October 4, 1819, He studied 


1 law at Naples, and after finishing his 
course plunged immediately into poli- 
tics. 
For several years Crispi was 


premier of Italy, but resigned in 
1891, resuming the office in 1894. 
He was succeeded in 1896 by the 


j Marquis du Rudini. 
After that he 


retired from politics and lived with 
his family in retirement. The people 
of Italy honor and revere the name of 
Crispi. Few statesmen have done so 
much for their country in such a lib 
eral manner and with such wisdom.

THE NEW CHALLENGER ARRIVES 


Shamrock II, is Towed Into New York and is Given 


a Hearty Greeting by Hundreds of 


Assembled Crafts. 


New York, Aug. 12.—The new, 


America's cup challenger, Shamrock 
II., lay at anchor off Sandy Hook 
lightship last night, and today was 
towed up the bay to Tompinsville, 
Staten Island. She will be taken at 
once to Erie Basin, where she will be 
stripped and her racing mast stepped. 
Her spars are ready and there will be 
no delay in getting her into racing 
trim. 
Whether she will go into dry 


dock to have her underbody cleaned 
before her trials outside is not yet 
known. 
The challenger of 1901 re- 


ceived a lively and enthusiastic wel- 
•come from every craft in the harbor 
as she came up the bay in tow of the 
tug Kobbert Hadden, 
She had had 


her first taste of the enthusiasm with 
which she was to be greeted when 
two tugs filled with newspaper men 
and the steam pilot boat New York 
reached her anchorage near Sandy 
Hook lightship at daylight. 
The 


skippers of the tugs loosed their 
whistles and the New York wailed a 
salute with her siren. 
The Erin ac* 


knowledged the salute with three 
deep blasts. It was at her anchorage 
overlooking the field where she is -to 
give battle in September to the de- 
fender of the cup that the yachting 
sharps had their first glimpse of the 
new challenger by daylight. 
The 


grace and beauty of the lines of her 
slender body were married by her 


cumberous cruising rig and the litter 
and confusion on her deck as her crew 
were preparing to weigh anchor.

Ihe project has not yet advanced far 
enough for an announcement of the 
flans to be made public or the publi- 
cation of the names of the 
people 


who are proposing to construct the 
'actory. In the past the location of 
several factories has failed because ol 
premature publicity, and the club 
•working on the present case quietly. 


The entire matter is in the hands 


of three or four members of the 
Commercial club and the information 
s given out that the negotiations are 
with a reliable manufacturing con- 
cern which now has two plants in the 
east, employing several hundred men, 
and wants a western plant to handle 
the western trade. 
No cash bonus 


is asked for, but the moral support 
of the business men of the city is 
requested. The matter has pro- 
gressed so far that two local capital- 
sts have offered to donate the ground 
and construct the buildings thereon 
which will be required by the factory 
and which will be leased at a nominal 
rental. Within ninety days after the 
factory is started, 
the Commercial 


club ia informed, it will give em- 
ployment to over a hundred men and 
the number will be largely increased 
inside of a year.

NEGRO PIEND IS BUBNED AI 


THE STAKE. 


Husband of the Victim Applied the 


Torch to the Heap of Fuel 


That Consumed Wretch. 


Savannah, Ga., Aug. 12.—Eighteen 


miles south of Savannah, near the 
Seaboard air line, the charred trunk 
of the body of Joe Washington, the 
negro ravisher of Hrs. J. J. Clark, 
s all that remains to tell the story 
of the tragedy of Saturday last. 


Washington was captured at Lib- 


arty City and was brought to Way 
station, near which place his crime 
was committed. He was carried be- 
fore Mrs. Clark, who identified him 
positively as the negro who assaulted 
her. 
The proof of guilt was abso- 


lutely conclusive. 


The negro's positive identification 


by his victim sealed his fate* 
He 


atoned his crime a few feet from the 
railway track and not five hundred 
yards from the house in which he 
committed the crime. He walked to 
his death without a tremor and met 
it without a prayer or an appeal for 
mercy. 
He admitted his guilt of 


crimes incident to the principal one, 
but to tho end he stubbornly refused 
to acknowledge that he had assaulted 
Mrs. Clark. Along the side of the 
railway track a crowbar was driven 
into the earth. To this Washington 
WAS forced and bound in a sitting 
position. His legs extended straight 
in front on either side of the bar. A 
chain held him fast 
around 
the 


waist, while a heavy rope encircled 
the bar and his neck. 


Washington's victim had been 


asked by the lender of the mob to 
apply the torch to the pyre, but this 


she refused to do. Her husband was 
selected in her stead. 
The flame* 


leaped hungrily toward Washington's 
body. The man showed no signs in 
his face of the agony he must have 
suffered and met death without 
A 


groan, as seomiugiy he had faced it 
without fear. 
Negroes, citizens ot 


the section of Bryan county in which 
the tragedy took place, were almost 
a unit in approving the burning and 
very many of them were members of 
the mob that carried into execution' 
the plan of vengeance.

We have not made 
known our plans and still have some 
surprises for the manufacturers." 


SITUATION IN CLEVELAND. 


Cleveland. Aug. 12.—There was no 


material change in the Amalgamated 
strike situation in this city today. 
At the several plants of the United 
States Steel corporation that were 
closed as a result of President Shaf- 
fer's first strike order all was quiet. 
At the Crescent plant of the Ameri- 
can Tin Plate company, a large force 
of carpenters is at work on the build- 
ing being erected inside the high 
fenze which surrounds the mill, to be 
used as a boarding house for non- 
union men. 
The management an- 


nounced today that the mill will be 
started possibly by tomorrow or 
Wednesday. The Amalgamated peo- 
ple are watching developments at this 
plant very closely, as it will no doubt 
prove to be the storm center of the 
struggle in Cleveland. 
' A party of twelve -or fifteen colored 
men arrived here today from some 
point in the south. 
It is said these 


men will go to work in the tin plate 
mill. 


Vice President Ward, of the Amal- 


gamated association, reiterated the 
statement today that unless the 
strike is soon settled an effort will be 
made to bring out all the men em- 
ployed in the mills of the American 
Steel and Wire company in this city 
which have, as yet not been affected 
by the strike. 
These mills employ 


about 6,000 men. 


A special from Lorain. Ohio, says: 
"Not a man quit work in the big 


plant of the steel trust here today as 
a result of President Shaffer's strike 
order. 
The entire plant is being 


operated to its full capacity. Agents 
of the Amalgamated association were 
here today, but apparently they have 
thus far made little headway in se- 
curing members for their organiza- 
tion."
